Introductory Note 

This volume deals with Statistics for Indian States as far as reported. 
As in the previous issues, summary tables have been inserted to show the 
total figures relating to area, the classification of area, and the area under 
crops for each State or group of States, and the totals for all the reporting 
States. ■! The total number of cattle as far as reported in each of the years 
1906-07 to 1918-19 has also been included in the general summary table (No. 1). 
These statistics are defective for comparative purposes as additions have been 
made in the number of reporting States from time to time. Explanatory 
notes have been inserted at the foot of the tables. Two charts and an index 
for easy reference have been added to the volume. It should bo noted that, for 
the reasons explained below, the agricultural statistics of Indian States are incom- 
plete and are of far less accuracy than those of British Provinces published in 
Volume I. The question of the improvement of the statistics of Indian States 
has been taken up by the Government of India, and it is expected that more 
complete and accurate statistics for them will he available in the near future. 
As these States comprise one-tliird of the total area of India, the importance of 
their statistics in the all-India returns can scarcely he over-estimated. 

The total area of Indian States is approximately 497,000,000 acres 
(770,000 square miles), with a population of 72 millions according to the 
census of 191] . These are divided for the purposes of agricultural statistics 
into two main classes, namely, (1) States within the jurisdiction of Local 
Governments and Administrations* and (2) States having direct political 
relations with the Government of India. 

( 1 ) States toithin the jurisdiction of Local Governments and Administra- 
tions. — The total area of these States is 181,000,000 acres, with a population 
of about 27 millions. They are divided into the following main groups : —

tises other than agriculture, amounts to 20,188,000 acres or 22 ‘7 per cent. 
The balance, 58,4-84,000 acres or 65*9 per cent, represents the area available for 
cultivation. Of this, 15,413,000 acres, or 17 '4 per cent of the total area, repre- 
sent culturable waste, i.e., land available for cultivation but not taken up, and 

13.702.000 acres, or 15*4 per cent, were kept fallow in the year under report. 
The net area actually cropped in the year was thus 29,369,000 acres (331 per 
cent of the total area), which shows a decrease of 3,618,000 acres as compared 
with the preceding year. This net cropped area, however, excludes areas cropped 
more than once in the year. If areas cropped more than once are taken as 
separate areas for each crop, the gross area cropped in the year of report 
amounts to 30,745,000 acres, as against 37,173,000 acres in the preceding year. 

The total area irrigated in the reporting States during 1918-19 was 

6.200.000 acres, as against 6,487,000 acres in the preceding year. Of this, 

1.794.000 acres were irrigated from Government canals, 722,000 acres from 
private canals, 723,000 acres from tanks, 1,554,000 acres from wells, and 
the rem aining 1,407,000 acres from other sources of irrigation. These figures, 
however, do not take into account areas cropped more than once during the 
year with the help of irrigation, but indicate the extent of land actually 
irrigated. If areas cropped more than once are counted as separate areas 
for each crop the gross area of irrigated crops amounts to 6,721,000 acres, 
against 7,162,000 acres in the preceding year. Of this area, 5,856,000 acres 
were under food crops. 

The gross area cultivated with crops in the reporting States was, as slated 
above,30 million acres in 1918-19, as against 37 million acres in the preceding year, 

or a decrease of 19 per cent. The diff- 
erent classes of crops and the area occupied 
by each, so far as details are available, are 
stated in the margin. Of the total cropped 
area, food crops occupied about 24,015,000 
acres or 80 3 per cent and non-food crops 
about 5,884,000 acres or 19'7 per cent. Of 
the food-crops, food grains (cereals and 
pulses) occupied as much as 22,637,000 
acres, or 75*4 per cent of the total 
cropped area, and other food crops (con- 
diments and spices, sugar, fruits and 

vegetables, and miscellaneous food crops 

together) covered some 1,4*/ 8,000 acres, or 
only 4*9 per cent of the total. Of the non* 
food crops/ oilseeds occupied 1,195,000 acres or 4 per cent of the total 
cropped area, fibres such as cotton, 'hemp, etc., 2,302,000 acres or 7*7 per 
cent, and fodder orops 1,101,000 acres or 3*7 per cent. The other non- 
food crops, namely, dyes and tanning materials, drugs and narcotics (tobacco, 
tea, coffee, opium, etc.), and miscellaneous non-food crops together, covered 

4*3 per cent of the total.

The area under oilseeds (linseed, sesamum,rapeseed, mustard, etc.) decreased 
• by 842,000 acres or 41 per cent, that under drugs and narcotics by 24,000 
acres or 9 per cent, that under condiments and spices by 112,000 acres 
or 38 per cent, that under fruits and vegetables' by 293,000 acres or 
45 per cent, that under dyes and tanning materials by 15,000 acres or 68 per 
cent, and that under fodder orops by 209,000 acres or 16 per cent. The area 
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under sugar showed -an increase of 3,000 acres or 2 per cent, and that under 
fibres (cotton, hemp, etc.) increased by 505,000 acres or 28 per cent. 

The total extent of laud on which moro than one crop was raised during 
the yoar was 1,370,000 acres, as against <li, 150,000 acres in the preceding year. 

Tables IV", V, and VI are very incomplete, as iigurcs for these tables are not 
furnished by many of the reporting States. Table IV is prepared by only 
twenty-seven States, namely, Mysore, Pudukkotlai, Banganapallo, Sandur, 
Cochin, Gwalior, Indore, Bhopal, Itajgarh, Narsingarh, Barwani, Nagod, Bika- 
ner, Marwar, Jaipur, Kishangavb, Alwar, Bharatpur, Jhalawar, Tonic, Kotah, 
Bundi, Barodn, Phaltan, Aundli, Sachin, and Jath. According to the latest 
statistics, the total number of live-stock of the bovine class (bulls and 
bullocks, cows, buffaloes, and calves) in these twenty-seven States is 15,91-0,000, 
that of the ovine class (shoop and goats) 10, -1-22, 000, and that of horses 
and ponies, mules and donkeys, and camels di72,000. The numbers of 
ploughs and carts are 2,232,000 and 0S3,000, respectively.
